THE BOGUS BONDS. 


What Celene! KR. K. Hines Thinks 
About Their Payment. 
Written for The Coostitution 
The Original Position of Parties in the 
Liugation at Brunswick, Ga. 

In October 1471, there existed against the 
Brunswick and Albany railroad an im- 
mense amount of claims past due. The 
holders of these debts were contrectors who 
bad done tlie earth work, built the bridges 
and track, furnished crossties, stringers, 
etc., etc.; also rseons who had accepted 
the notes and drafts of the company from 
them, and holders of the one and two doliar 
bills issued by the company. Mr. Kimbaii, 
the president, after Henry Clews, in Wal: 
street parlance, ‘went back on him,” and 
‘sold him out,’ was powerless to mert 
their demands. Sundry parties brought 
suit in justice courts and other courte—ub- 
tained judgments and made levies on en 
gines, hand-cars, etc, etc. Governor Bul 
iock issued bis proclamation seizing the 
road, and appointed Major John Screven, 
of Savannah, receiver, and named four 
legal gentlemen, or firms, as the state's 
eounsel to protect its interest. In this proc 
lamation, Governor Builock stated he 
had seized the road because of the pon- 
payment of the contractors, etc. George 
Schaub, McLendon, Lyon & Co., and otber 
eontractors who bad my oid firm of Hines 
& Hobbs retained in their business, bad 
gone to Atlanta and seen Gov. Baliock and 
ned this proclamation issued.
